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Japan and US. 


‘The fact that Japan has approached the 
United Slates on the subject of drafting a new 
trade agreement to replace that of 1911, which 
was recently abrogated by Washington, arouses 
hopes that it may be possible in the near 
future for the third party neutrals in the Far 
East to come to a better understanding with 
Japan than has up to the present prevailed. 
‘The meeting which took place between Mr. 
Cordell Hull, US, Secretary of State, and Mr. 
Kensuke Horinouchi, Japanese Ambassador to 
the United States, was only in the nature of a 
preliminary conference, and Mz. Hull has made 
It quite clear in his somewhat guarded answers| 
to the Press that the topic of a new treaty was! 
discussed at least in general terms. The attitude 
of the United States with regard to American 
Interests in China has been clearly laid down 
on a number of occasions, and it may be 
‘assumed that from that policy there will be no 
‘material change on the part of the American 
Government. It remains to be seon, therefore, 
what Japan has to offer to the United States in 
order to bring about a better relationship 
between the two nations. That will not be 
known until the negotiations for a new treaty 
re actually commenced, but the fact that 
Japan has made overtures to the United States 
for an adjustment of issues pending between 
them is to be token as a most favourable 
faugury for the future, A great deal depends 
tupon these negotiations once they are opened, 
fand they will be followed with the greatest 
Interest by both Great Britain and France, even 
though they may be preoccupied with bigger 
‘issues closer to home at the moment. It would 
indeed have been preferable if all the Powers 
concerned could have been called to a con- 
erence, for the purpose of settling the mony 
Issues which have arisen since the commence- 
ment of the China Incident. Yet adjustment 
of relations between Japan and the United 
States ‘may very well form the model upon 
which other ‘seitlements may be reached. It 
it Is possible for the United States to come to 
some suitable understanding with Japan it 
‘Ought not to be dificult for the other nations 
to do the same, always provided that Japan 
fendeavours to obtalh no more from them than 
jshe secures from the United States. 




















The Russian Sphinx 


M, Josef Stalin has apparently got the whole 
world guessing as to what he will do next, as 
a result of the reaching of a truce between the 
USSR. and Japan in connection with the 
Outer “Mongolian frontier affair. From the 
[Japanese point of view the truce should enable 
fher to concentrate all her energies in bringing 
fan end to the China Incident, which is the 
main plank of General Abe's new policy. It 
‘has to be emphasized that this truce is nothing 
fin the nature of a non-aggression pact, and it 
is possible that Japan would think a very long 
time before entering into any such arrange- 
ment, for it would necessitate as complete a 
change of Japan's foreign policy as it did in

In his mind. ‘There are those who believe that 
he ‘contemplates action to bring back that 
portion of Russia at present incorporated in 


Poland, and so capitalize upon what it is 
expected will prove to be German success. 
against Poland, On the other hand he may be 
mobilizing his troops as a precaution against 
too close a German approach to the Soviet- 
Polish border. If that is true then it is obvious 
that he does not trust Germany any too greatly: 
It will be remembered that when Russia signed 
the non-aggression pact with Germany it was 
believed that M. Stalin wanted to keep his 
hhonds free for developments in the East. The 
signing of the truce with Japan similarly gives 
him. a free hand in the west against whatever 
developments may occur, and in any event the 
fact that he is relieved from the menace of 
war in the east as well as in the west should 
certainly considerably strengthen his position 

regard to Russia's foreign policy. Of one 
thing there may be complete certainty. ‘The 
distrust between Japan and Russia is so deeply 
rooted that itisunlikely to disappear overnight. 
‘The same may be said of German-Russian rela- 
tions. That M. Stalin hopes to get something 
lout of his recent deals is apparent, and it may 
be found in the partition of Poland which 
seems to be a most probable development, On 
the other hand the truce with Japan may prove 
no more permanent than the one which 
followed Changkufeng last year. None of the 
fssues pending between Russia and Japan have 
been settled by this latest move, for it is merely 
fa decision to stop fighting and establish a com- 
mission to decide upon the Outer Mongolian- 
Manchoukuo boundaries over which the dispute 
farose. ‘The fact nevertheless remains that 
M. Sialin has divested himself of all possible 
fembarrassments, and the world waits anxiously 
to know what he will be up to next. 











National Registration 

It is announced that the national registration 
joc everyone resident In the British Isles, with 
fhe exception ‘of Zire, and. those men aiready 
serving in HLM, Forces ‘will take place on 
[September 29. ‘The scheme was under con~ 
sideration aulte a time before tho outbreak of 
fwar, and, 25 far back os August 12, it was 
eported that the Registrar-General hed issued 
instructions to\ the enumerators, who will dis« 
fribate cards. to householders, to hold. theme 
selves in readiness. Briefly the scheme will pro- 
Wide every. individual in Great Britain with 
identity ecards which will have to be produced 
to the police whenever they are required. ‘The 
procéss' will follow ‘exactly’ the same lines at 
fist of the last war. On September 20 cards 
wil be Sssued to'all householders who wil be 
required to fill in all necessary particulars con 
ferning these who may be living in his house, 
Then after an’ interval of two or three days 
these eatds will be colleeted, and in turn each 
Individual ‘will bo given card, with a come 
bination of letters” and figures “which “will 








establish not only his {dentity but the area in 





primarily intended for the eMcient issuance of 
ration cards and the like, it is thought that the 
system will be of considerable assistance to the 
wuthorities in maintaining control over espion- 
‘age activities, and also over the movements ot 
ordinary criminals. In order that the registra- 
tion shall be carried out as quickly as possible 
many thousands of enumerators have already 
‘been appointed, and on the average each will 
care for about 300 houses. When completed the 
National Register will be run along the Jines 
which were Jald down during the last war. 
Men and women will be divided into age 
groups, and in turn into labour groups from 
Which ‘it will be possible to pick ‘out quickly 
those essential for the various war services,

Dr. Schuschnigg 


If the report is correct that the Nazis have 
shot Dr. Kurt von Schuschnigg, the lgst Aus- 


tian” Chaneellor, it. is another ‘murder 
added to the ‘long list of erimes per- 
petrated by the present rulers of Ger- 
many in their ruthless extermination of 


people whose only offence has been an in- 
dependence of thought and attitude and a 
desire that their countries might live peacefully. 
Dr, Schuschnigg is reported to have been shot 
because he refused to sign a manifesto urging 
Austrians to fight for the German cattse. In 
this, he was following the dictates of his own 
conscience, and for himself execution became, 
perhaps, a happy release because it is well: 
Known that since his arrest in March last year 
he has been subjected to the eruiel and de- 
moralizing interrogative methods of the Gestapo 
until he suffered a breakdown, His fellow 
vietim of German “strong arm’ tacties in 
Central Europe, Dr, Benes, of Czechoslovakia, 
was fortunate enough to escape otherwise he, 
too, would have suffered. History will tell 
precisely what aspect of the Hitierian poliey 
resulted in vindictive “measures against Dr, 
Schuschnigg. Following the advance guard of 
Nazi propayanda attacks on Austria, Hitler and 
Dr. Schuschnigg met at Berchtesgaden, the 
‘mountain villa of evil and ominous repute, and 
under pressure Nazi sympathizers were admitted 
info the Austrian Cabinet with Dr, von Seyss~ 
Inquart being appointed Home Minister and 
head of the Austrian police. Despite this con- 
cession, Dr. Schuschnigg, on February 24, de- 
clared ‘publicly that his “Government Would 
maintain the Austrian Fatherland intact. ‘This 
statement created surprise and annoyance in 
Nazi circles, where it was believed that Aus- 
ria had alteady been brought to heel. On 
March 11 the end of a free and independent 
Austria began to develop. ‘The Austrian Gov- 
‘ernment postponed the plebiscite to be held on 
the following Sunday wherein all Austrians 
over 24 were to be asked “Are you in favour of 
‘fre, independent Austria?” ‘The same day, 
German troops invaded Austria at three points, 
the country was converted into a Nazi state, 
anti-Nazi elements were arrested and news- 
Papers suppressed, and the swastika flew over 
the country, On’ Sunday, March 13, Austria 
Was officially declared united with Germany and 
Hitler entered Vienna, Helpless in {aco of 
@ military invasion and the extension of Nazi 
repression to his own country, Dr, Schuscbnigi 
was arrested and placed under protective 
eustody in his home outside Vienna where he 
had remained ever since while the whole world 
pondered over his fate. 

















Promise and Prophecy 


It has been said vory correctly of Herr Hitler 
that while he isa ‘rifle careless about keeping 
promises, he generally manages ‘to make. his 
Brophecies come true, ‘Thus most of the things 
Which he forecast in “Mein Kampf” he has 
managed to bring about sooner of later, and 
in this connection it may be that one of his 
recent actions, may lead to the justiieation of 
Fyet another ot’ his prophecies, No one could 
Dossibly have been more. vehement “in. his 
denunciations of Bolshevism. “As for. example 
‘the following from one of his speeches:— 

1 consider Bolshevism tho most malignant 
poluo "iat cane. tiven to a pela, Ang, 
fontect with this teaching. st demand from 
every” German workman that ho shall not have 
any relations’ with: Wiese. misehtetamakers, and 
he shall never see me elinking glawen of rubbing 
shoulders" with ‘them, ‘Moreover, any”, futher 
{eaty connections. wh the present Bolshevik 
Tussin Would be ‘completely worthless for" Us 
‘There is a splendid example of the promise 
which has been broken, never to clink glasses 
or rub shoulders with Bolshevik Tussla.” Herr 
Hitler was running true to form when the non- 
aggression paet was agreed upon. But there Is 
a prophecy in connection with this very 
evelopment which it might be as well to bear 
in mind, as witness the following from "Mein 
Kampf" :— 

The fact of forming an alliance with Russia 
would be the signal fora new sar. And the 
Fesull of that would be the end of Germany. 
The signing of the non-aggression Pact was 
undoubtedly ‘tho signal fora new war. Herr 
Hitler ‘made his prophecy come true in that 
respect. It remains to be seen whether he will 
be as efficient with regard to the second part 
of his augury, for it he runs true to form ‘this

Japanese Position 
In North China 


Pelping, Aug. 31. 

‘The Japanese. position in North 
China, ‘politically, economically. and 
militarily, shows ‘a marked change 
from that of about a year ago, after 
‘the capture of Hankow and Canton, 

‘All that time, the fall of these two 
cities had badly shaken the confd- 
fence of the educated Chinese in the 
staying-power of the Chiang Kal-shek 
government ‘and in the” eventual 
vietory of the Chinese cause. And, 
for a time it appeared as if they 
would be more inclined than hitherto 
to collaborate with the Japanese in- 
vaders. For a short time Japanese 
hopes ran high that Marshal Wu Pel- 
fu would be willing and able to form 
'§ really stable government, at any- 
rate In North Chin 

‘Before long, however, these hopes 
began to dwindle, and the picture’ of 
unified pro-Japanese state of North 
China became an idle dream. ‘Tals. 
‘was due, partly to dissensions among | 
the various Japanese military eliques 
themselves, partly to the - economic 
confusion into which North China 
‘was thrown by thelr financial policy, 
and partly to their failure to cradic- 
ate the guerillas in North China. 
‘Today the prospects of forming an 
independent state of - North China, 
which can stand on its own fect, 
would seem further off than ever 

A year ago one heard of nothing 
but grandiose schemes ot reconstruc- 
tion “by companies which were to 
have a capital running into hundreds 
of millions of yen; vast projects of 
railways construction, motor roads 
and the opening and development of 
mines were the order of the day. 











1 Many factories were actually built in 


the neighbourhood of Tlentsin. Thou. 
sands of Japanese shop-keepers and 
‘small traders poured into North, 
China, bringing with them their 
small’savings, hoping to make their’ 
fortunes there. 

‘Today not a single one of these 
schemes has been put into ‘operation, 
while the majority of Japanese smali 
Dusinessmen are faced with bank- 
ruptey. 

‘Attack on Natlonal Curreney 

Chiefly responsible for this state of 
affairs has. been the policy of the 
Japanese military experts in attack- 
ling the Chinese” National. currency, 
which has thrown north China into 
Jcomplete ° financial confusion. ‘The 
‘steady fall of the Federal Reserve 
Bank currency has involved the yen 
‘and today the various reconstruction 
companies will require at least double 
the eapital (in yen) that they were 
advertising a year ago. 

‘One of the most marked symptons 
of deterioration has been in the rail- 
‘way communications. Never, in the 
last 25 years, have these been so dis- 
organized as’at present. No doubt, 
the heavy floods’ that north China 
hhas experienced this summer, are 
partly responsible, but that is not the 
whole story. For already. before the 
floods had wrecked allway com 
‘munications, there was a severe 
shortage of every kind of. rolling- 
stock, which the Japanese were un- 
able to make good, owing to thelr 
Jack of the necessary foreign ex- 
change with which to. purchase re- 
placements, 

On top of all this has come the 
/Tientsin flood disaster, which hes in- 











fileted huge economic losses on the 
Japanese. Millions of yen worth of! 


goods have been damaged—as “also 
Targe quantities of military stores— 
‘and hundreds of houses in the Japan 
ese Concession will require rebuild 
ing ; many of the new factories have 
‘been so badly damaged thnt they are 
completely useless ; thousands" of 
small Japanese businessmen have lost 
all their capital. Above all, the pur 
chasing power of over 2,000,000 prob- 
fable customers has been completely 
wiped out. This year's-cotton crop 
in South Hopel has been utterly ruin- 
ed; but the tale of the raw. cotton 
erop of North China was-one of the 
baits held out to Japanese business 
Interests by the military when setting 
out on thelr China Adventure. 


Anti-Guerilla, Campaigns 

No noticeable success has been 1 
istered in the mopping-up campaign 
‘against the guerillas, which has now 
been going on for over a year. In 
the hills round and close to Peiping 
and along the Peiping-Tientsin. ine 
these’ guerillas are as rampant 4s 
ever. Owing to the floods the Japan- 
ese have had to withdrow rr 
isons from most of the towns they 
hhad occupied in Central Hopel. ‘The 
Japanese military boasted that’ the 
Hoods would anyhow drive’ out. the 
‘guerillas, but as they themselves have 
been driver’ out, foo, it has not help: 
ed them at all : 

‘The campaign which has been go 
on for months in south Shansl hi 
not ‘been.a success, and has merely 
produced a very heavy bill. In north 
Sulyuan the Japaneso. garrisons are 
being hard pressed, despite the recent 
Inauguration of a “new Mongolian 
government. The fact is that the 
Japaneso do not appear. to. have 
notigh troops in these parts to pacity 
North China properly ; yet even 50, 
ft is reported that they have been 
moving troops away from here" to 
Manchuria in recent weeks, 

‘The recent German-Russian Non- 
‘Aggression Pact has-been a parti- 
ularly severe blow to Japanese 
military circles in North China, where 
things are in the-state of- confusion 
‘and stagnation indicated above. There 
has been much grumbling among 
Japanese civilians about the way 
‘Japanese foreign poliey has been mis- 
‘managed by the army. who: only. 
few weeks ago. were , assuring the 
country that the solution, of all thelr 
troubles lay ina military - alliance 
with the then still flourishing. antl- 
Comintern axis. : 

‘After the sudden reversals of policy, 
in recent weeks, the ordinary person 
will be very chary of attempting to 
speculate on what the policy of the 
Russian government in the Far East 
‘is likely to be. But Japanese military 
circles here sre convinced that the 
Pact protends . increased. military 
pressure on the Manchoukuo border. 
And even the wildest -militarists 
Jamong them no longer believe that, 
after two years exhaustion of her re- 
‘sources in the Chinese swamp, Japan 
‘can still take on Russia and China at 
the same time. - The heavy diversion 
‘of troops and material to the" Man- 
‘choukuo front, that now appears to be 
going on, is ‘certainly not going to 
‘be helpful, elther to the pacifleation 
or reconstruction of North China, 

‘in consequence of. these reports, 
strange rumours have been clrculat- 
Ing among the Chinese public of an 
early withdrawal of the Japanese 
from China, ‘These rumours are, of 
course, merely wishful thinking, ‘but 
taken in conjunction: with the pessim- 
‘sm and depression among the elvilian 
‘Japanese population here, they are at 
least symptomatic of the Japahese 
dimeulties in north China.

THE RETORT COURTEOUS 
, Sept. 13. 

When a short while ago it was announced 
that the British Government contemplated 
the establishment of a Ministry of Informa- 
tion, to become effective in times of war, there 
was'a considerable storm of criticism. It was 
feared that the Ministry would either be 
modelled upon that of the German pro- 
baganda ministry, as evil an organization as 
ever the wit of mankind could possibly de- 
vise, or that’ it would be something charac 
terized by a milk-and-watery inefficiency, 
“neither fish, flesh, nor fowl, nor good red 
herring” It'has not been in operation long, 
but if it continues its work along the lines 
of its latest riposte to Field Marshal Goering's 
uneasy speech to German workers there need 
be little fear for the future. ‘That the Ger- 
man Jeader’s speech Was uneasy, that it re 
flected fear that'after all everything was not 
going so well as it was originally hoped is 
‘one of its most significant features, and the 





at the} 


‘manner in which Poland is now standing up 
to the German onslaught gives an excellent 
reason for the Field Marshal's disquiet. In 
this connection it will be remembered that 
only a day or so ago it was officially announ- 
ced that it could not be expected that the 
original momentum of the German advance 
into Poland could be prolonged indefinitely, 
‘and the latest news available indicates that 
the Poles have succeeded in shortening their 
lines by about fifty per cent. and are now in 
positions with sufficient reserves behind them 
to enable them to put up the stiff resistance 
which already in the fluid stages of the open- 
ing of hostilities has had the effect of 
disrupting the German plans. It was last 
Friday that the Reich claimed the fall of 
Warsaw. ‘That was an example of unintel- 
ligent anticipation, and the facts now emerge 
that if indeed they did reach the outskirts 
of the city, they have since been thrown 
back. On this occasion as on-several others 
the German propaganda machine proved a 
failure, for it has discredited itself as only 
an inept organization possibly can. Dr, Gocb- 
bels may be excellent at vituperation but as 
a controller of really well organized pro- 
paganda he is a failure, 

‘The Ministry of Information is working, at 
any rate for the present, along different lines. 
In a counterblast to Marshal Goering’s mix- 
ture of bluster and scarcely concealed an- 
xiety, it has issued a dignified statement, 
which by reason of its restraint, nay of its 
nationally characteristic understatement is 
far more damning than anything more 
vehement could possibly have been. The 
“sickening technique” of Herr Hitler, so de- 
seribed by the British Prime Minister, is re- 
ferred to by the Ministry, which in its an- 
nouncement*goes on to emphasize how this 
man has kept none of his promises to forelgn 
nations, and is now engaged in breaking his 
undertakings to the people unfortunate 
enough to be under. his tyrannical rule. In 
internal as in external affairs the Government 
of Herr Hitler is morally completely bank- 
rupt. The “peace and honour” which he 
promised his people has become war for them 
and dishonour for himself and his satellites. 
He has plunged his people into war, and en- 
deavoured to fob them off with admissions as 
to casualties phrased in terms of ratios de- 
signed to hide the sorrow and pain he is im- 
Acting upon his own people to satisfy his in- 
satiate ambition. Germans are forbidden to 
wear mourning for their lost, forbidden even 
to tell friends of their bereavement under 
threats of pains and penalties, while Dr. 
Goebbels propaganda machine blares of 
victories which even now exist only in the 
hope of the German high command,—a smoke 
screen designed to fool a people who would 
‘even now rather have peace than victories, 
and a short while in which to live out thelr 
lives in the service of better ideals than those 
which animate these evil men who have set 
themselves over them. Herr Hitler and his 
accomplices stand rooted for all time in dis- 
honour, betraying alike their own nationals 
and'the peoples of other peace loving coun- 
tries. It is well that these things should be 
said and, in doing so in the dignified manner 
which has been adopted, the British Ministry 
of Information is placing the issue fairly and 
squarely before the whole world, and eventu- 
ally, it is hoped, the German people them- 
selves, 3 

In a comparatively brief document the 
Ministry has riddied the case which Field 
Marshal Goering has sought to present to 
the world. It could have dotie so quite as 
casily if it had merely told the Aesopian 
fable of the wolf and the lamb, pointing out 
that Herr Hitler was determined on war in 
‘any event, determined, if possible to repeat 
the iniquities of Frederick the Great with 
his accomplices of Austria and the Russia of 
Catherine the Great, to swallow up Poland, 
or perhaps yield part of it to Russia as the 
price of the non-aggression pact. The British 
point of view in these circumstances could 
not have been better put than it has been by 
the Ministry: “Adolf “Hitler made many 
promises to foreign countries and none of 
them has been kept. It is, therefore, not 
surprising that no confidence is placed in any 
‘assurance that he may give, and Great Britain 
is, therefore, justified in requiring that peace 
should be concluded with a German Govern- 
‘ment whose word could be trusted.” ‘That is 
merely another way of restating the real aim 
of the Allies in taking up the challenge which 
Herr Hitler gave when he sought the rape 
of Poland. A peace predicated upon the con- 
tinuance of Herr Hitler and his accomplices 
in office is unacceptable. It would be no 
peace, for Europe would continue to lie under 
the menace of those threats which have per- 
plexed it for the last five years. ‘The Minis- 
try of Information has made that quite clear, 
and has further served warning upon the 
German Government that its existence in its 
Present form can only mean the prolongation 
of the war. There is no desire on the part 
of the Allies for another Treaty of Ver- 
sailles, as Field Marshal Goering falsely 
alleges, for no Allied statesman in his right 
Senses would seck to perpetuate the mistakes 
of that ill-conceived document. ‘There is, 
however, a very real and earnest desire for 
peace with any German Government which 
shows honourable inclinations, a Government 
in which some jota of trust can be placed, 
4 Government which will observe the com- 
mon -decencies of international relationships. 
This the Ministry has made clear, and the

LINCOLN KNEW 


Sept. 14. 
One of the means by which it is thought 
a termination will be put to the present 
European war is alleged to be another revo- 
lution within Germany, and the question which 
really matters in this connection is exaclly 
how strong is Herr Hitler's grip onthe 
People he has subjugated. It is apparent 
from manifold signs that he is fighting this 
war upon two fronts, the external and also 
the internal, and reports have already come 
fo hand suggesting that the employment of 
considerable force is required to male sure 
that dissident areas. shall be kept under 
‘complete control. Thus the employment of 
60,000 men in Vienna, to make sure that the 
former Austrian capital behaves itself, is 
‘ample proof that the territories Herr Hitler 
has grabbed for the Reich are at a time such 
‘as this more of a liability than an asset, But 
whit of the Germans themselves? Despite 
the enormous success of the Nazis in various 
plebiscites,—so arranged that very few 
People dared vote against  them,—there is, 
Plenty of evidence available to indicate that 
all is not well within Germany itself, and 
that the leaven of unrest is working and,may 
sooner or later, it is hoped sooner, bring its 
Influence to bear upon the fate of the people. 
‘The very first piece of evidence which comes 
to hand is to be found in the various re- 
pressive measures which have been Intto- 
duced, providing for the application of the 
death penalty in cases where such a punlsh- 
‘ment, would to ordinary people be unthink- 
able, ‘Thus the provision that Germans 
‘caught listening to foreign broadcasts shall 
suffer the supreme penalty is proof that the 
German Government is fully’ aware that 
many of them do indulge in that practice, 
and is determined to do its utmost to foll 


them in their search for truth. It is 
Jaxiomatic that legislation is designed to 
cure an existing state of affairs, is never 


anticipatory, and it may reasonably be as- 
sumed that’ there are amongst the Germans 
large numbers “who regard the. mental 
pabulum dished out by the German Minist 
of Propaganda with véry considerable sus- 
picion, if not complete distrust. 

Most illuminating on the subject is Fritz 
Max Cahen, German journalist, who as 
assistant to’ Count Brockdorft-Rantzau went 
with him to receive the Allied peace terms 
‘at Versailles. In his book “Men Against 
Hitlee" he tells how he organized a counter- 
‘movement against Nazi-ism, called the "Ger- 
man Vanguard” which he’ formed in 1932 
and which has continued its activities ever 
since. Herr Cahen writes “Today it is no 
exaggeration to say that inside Germany at 
least 50 per cent. of the population is in 
‘complete disaccord with nearly everything 
for which Hitler stands. At least another 
20 per cent. is against Hitler's methods with- 
‘out being completely opposed to certain re- 
sults achieved by his policy. The remain- 
ing 30 per cent, is Nazi, but even these do 
not form a complete unit. Amongst them 
are many who reproach Hitler for break- 
ing his promises." Put in another way 
something under 30 per cent. of the total 
Population of Germany is unreservedly in 
Support of all that Hitler stands for, the 
balance, in varying degrees from complete 
Opposition to partial acceptance of results 
while disapproving of policy, are opposed to 
him. It is these people who have been 
dragged into war against their will, and on 
Herr Cahen's showing it is the Nazi tail 
which is wagging the German dog. ‘The dos, 
is Being under-nourished by a. rationing 
\system more applicable to the closing phases 

f a huge struggle than its commencement, 
is being subjected to all manner of repres~ 
‘sion against which it is but human nature 
to irk, and at the same time is being ox- 
pected by Herr Hitler and his satellites 10 
fengage enthusiastically in a war which is 
not of its seeking. It is a significant fact 
‘that in all the despatches which have come 
from Germany since the outbreak of the 
war, no mention has been made 6f any such 
‘demonstrations of enthusiasm as those which 
marked German reactions to war in August 
a quarter of a century ago. This is not a 
‘ease of a politically united people fighting & 
war which they are convinced is just, but 
of a country dragged into a struggle com- 
pletely against the desires of the majority 
Of its people, and consequently a thoroughly 
‘unpopular one. 

‘That the government of the Reich itself 
realizes, for why else should it forbid the 
display of mourning by the relatives of 
those ‘who give up their lives in this senso- 
less struggle. Why is there any such pro- 
hibition unless it is dictated by fear that all 
too quickly the masses will be brought to a 
realization of the frightful price they are 
again being called upon to pay in order to 
satisfy the contorted ambitions of evil minds? 
The only question in this connection is as 
to how long the German people will continue 
to suffer thus blindly, how long it will be 
before rising in their wrath they send Herr 
Hitler and his accomplices about their 
business, and establish a sober, middle class 
‘and pacific Republican Germany. ‘That is 
the ambition of such men as Herr Cahen, 
but the fact has to be faced that, if revolu- 
tion should come, that might not be the 
Issue. It is possible that Stalin in entering 
‘the non-aggression pact with the Reich may 





























Der Fuehrer to go to. war in the hope that 
another revolution may see Germany go 
‘completely Communist, a danger which Herr 
Hitler claims to have ‘seen in 1933, then the 
world may see the further advance of in- 
ternational communism at the expense of 
the German people. That the possibility of 
a revolution in Germany is more in the 
nature of a probability may be accépted 
without any display of undue optimism, The 
only possible chance of Herr Hitler retaining 
control of the country is for him to gain 
such stiecesses as will serve to placate some 
of his erities, and generally ull the nation 
into a state of contentment. His chances 
of doing so are extremely thin. With all 
the overwhelming force which he has thrown 
into Poland he Is alleged alréndy to be be- 
hind his timetable, and’ now is meeting with 
the  sternest resistance from the gallant 
Polish army. ‘The hysterical claim to vic~ 
tories before they have been gained is in- 
diealive of the burning desire to confront 
the German people with achievements, War- 
saw has not been captured, and so far ax 
German domestic considerations of publicity 
are concerned cannot be captured again, The 
chances of revolution, therefore, are not 
lightly to be disregarded. Should it come 
it may be attended with the grave peril that 
Germany's second state may be very much 
worse than ils first, but if this happens it 
Will be solely becalise Herr Hitler has not 
yet learned, what Lincoln $0. thoroughly’ 
yealized that, while it may be possible to 
fool all people some of the time, and some 
people all of the time, it is not ‘possible to 
fool all people all the ‘time. 

















FRIGHTFULNESS AGAIN !

‘The announcement by the German high 
command that open towns, villages, and 
hamlets in Poland would "henceforth be 
bombed, and shelled “in order to crush the 
i¢e being offered by the civilian popu- 
Was nol unexpected. What is more, 
It bears out the weighty indictment which 
Mr. A, J. Drexel Biddle, U.S, Ambassador to 
Poland, has formulated ‘in a’ telegraphic x 
port to Washington, in which he states that 
the German air force was taking advantage 
of every opportunity “without regard to 
civilians.” He backs his allegations by citing 
number of instances, including the bombing 
of a sultably-marked ‘hospital train in Wat 
saw carrying wounded soldiers, the destruc- 
tion of a sanatorium involving 'the deaths of 
ten children, and the bombing of a refugee 
train, ‘They’ are but a few, but suMeient to 
show that the German high command des- 
pairing now of carrying through a lightning 
‘campaign in Poland, and offering the Allies 
peace upon the new basis thereby established, 
are seeking now to break the morale of the 
Polish people by indulging in an orgy of 
frightCulness. Dreadful as It may sound, this 
coming out into the open by the German’high. 
command is one of the most hopeful signs 
which have been manifested since the com- 
mencement of hostilities, for so long as the 
German army leaders were satisfied with the 
way things were progressing, they could rea 
sonably be expected to observe whatever de- 
cencies there still remain in war, ‘These they. 
have now thrown to the winds, and, if into 
that act is read the admission that the Ger- 
man army has found Poland a harder nut 
to crack than was at frst believed, an explana- 
tion, anda plausible one at that, is found f 
this latest announcement, The position in 
Poland is now revealed in its true light, and 
the swift German advances of last week have 
been shown to be more spectacular than 
real. Warsaw has not fallen, and the Polish 
armies in Poznia, which the Germans ¢on- 
fidently claimed had been surrounded, have 
cut their way out, and the weather, and 
Polish mud are rapidly coming to the aid of 
the invaded country. 

Hence the Schrecktichkeit! ‘The threat which 
thas also been issued in Germany that, should 
Great Britain proceed with the blockade, 
which despite German assumption of non- 
chalance is undoubtedly worrying the Reich, 
3,000 German aeroplanes would bomb British 
harbours will leave the withers unwrung.

go out of their way to bomb Polish civilians, 
‘will do so wantonly, and the name of “Nazi 
will stink in the nostrils of the nations for 
centuries to come. It will become a his- 
toriéal hissing and a byword amongst those 
peoples who have still some respect for the 
rights of civilians, and in the United States, 
the announcement of the Germiin high com- 
mand, corroborating as it does the report of 
the American Ambassador to Poland, will do 
nothing but arouse the strongest indignation 
that the world again is being forced to wit- 
ness similar displays of Kultur to those which 
marked the advance of the German forces 
through Belgium and into France in 1914, 
when, on the merest allegation of the exist- 
ence of the franc-tireurs in their midst, the 
small officials of villages and hamlets were 
shot in their own streets. 

‘The Ethiopian cannot change his skin, nor 
the leopard his spots, nor does it seem’ that 
the present rulers of Germany are in any 
way different from those who handed out 
death to the civilian with such a free hand a 
quarter of a century ago, The result is that 
the world has again to witness the conduct 
of war with all the bestiality which the in- 
genuity of evil men can devise —unrestricted 
slaughter on the high seas, as witness the 
Athenia, to be followed by the uncontrolled 
murder ‘of the defenceless civilian masses of 
Poland from the skies. It is to be hoped, nay 
even taken for granted that the Allied air 
forces will descend to no such practices in 
reprisal. ‘There are plenty of proper targets 
in Germany for such attentions and it is 
hoped that before very long they will be 
adequately dealt with, but it is entirely 
foreign to the principles which inspire the 
democracies that wholesale indiscriminate 
murder should form one of their weapons 
‘even in dealing with such creatures as those 
responsible for the Intest development of 
Nazi warfare. Yet there is some small 
comfort to be drawn from this pronourice- 
ment. ‘The decision which it conveys cannot 
in any way be justified, could not be even 
if the tales of atrocities alleged to have been 

* committed by Poles on Germans in Poland 
wore in fact true, and the world will be 
driven to the only conelusion possible that 
this facile abandonment of the canons of 
humane warfare has been caused through 
chagrin at the knowledge that the plans of 
the German high command have gone woe- 
fully “astray. ‘The fruits of alleged early 
vietories have turned bitter in the mouth 
through the realization that the conquest of 
Poland is not proving such easy sailing as 
Herr Hitler's advisers would have had him 
believe, ‘The much-vaunted military machine 
has practically been halted by forces numeri- 
cally much below those of the invaders, 
and this desperation demonstrated in less 
than two weeks after the outbreak of war is 
desperation indeed.

With the revort that the ss. Bremen has 
changed its registration to Italian, and there 
by escaped capture on the high seas by the 
British Meet, and the fact that there are 
scattered in many ports throughout the world 
Gorman meveantile vessels which should be 
interned for the duration of the war, unless 
they also can be validly sold to neutrals in 
this present struggle, the question arises as 
to what would be the status of such ships 
in the event of their falling into either British 
ox French hands, It is quite possible, with 
the comparative shortage of shipping in the 
world that neutral countries might desire to 
‘obtain possession of the shipping at present 
rendered idle, but there appears to be very 
serious obstacles to any sale which it might 
ow be sought to effect. Clear rulings on 
‘the subject are to be found in Articles 55 
‘and 86 of the Declaration of London, but as 
Great’ Britain has never ratified that in 
strument it is doubtful, or rather would be 
‘except for established’ precedents, whether 
that document would apply. The provisions 
in question read :— 

Article §5:—The transfer of an enemy 
vessel to a noutral flag effected before the 
‘outbreak of hostilities, 1s. valid, unless it. is 
proved that such transfer was made in order 
Tov evade the consequences. to whieh an 
enemy vessel, as such, is exposed. There is, 
however, a presumption, if the bill of sale is 
not on ‘board a vessel” which has lost her 
belligerent nationality” tess than sixty days 
bafore the outbreak of hostilities, that. the 
transfer is. void. This presumption may be 
rebutted. 

‘Where’ the transfer was effected more than 
30 days before the outbreak of ‘hostilities, 
there’ isan absolute presumption that it is 
valid if it is unconditional, complete and in 
Conformity with the laws’ of the countries 
concerned, and if its effect is "such that 
neither the control of, nor the profits arising 
from. ne employment of, the vessel remain 
in the same hands as before the transfer. If, 
however, the vessel fost. her belligerent 
nationaliiy less “than 60 days before the 
outbreak of hostilities and if the bill of sale 
jss not on board,.the capture of the vessel 
fives: no vight to” damages.

‘The fact that Great Britain has not ratified 
the Declaration of London results in its being 
binding upon no one, but the provisions out- 
lined above are of interest as showing the 
‘general principles upon which the transfer of 
‘an enemy vessel to a neutral flag might be 
judged. It is indeed likely that were any 
such question referred to an ‘international 
court the latter would probably decide the 
case taking these provisions into considera- 
tion as well as the rest of the body of in- 
ternational law on the subject. In any event 
it would seem possible to contend that a 
change of flags after the outbreak of hostili- 
ties Js so patently an attempt to evade the 
consequences of war upon an enemy vessel, 
as such, that combatants would seem to have 
every right in capturing such ships wherever 
they are found on the high seas. It might 
not always be done, for fear of creating dis 
putes with the neutral Powers, but in all 
equity it would seem that this is the only 
just method of regarding the matter, and a 
useful precaution against transfers, which in 
certain circumstances might prove to’ be en- 
tirely fictitious, and designed solely for the 
Purpose of frustrating very proper enemy 
‘action, It will be remembered that the ques 
tion was raised during the last war when a 
test case was made out. A citizen of the 
United States, of German antecedents, pur- 
chased the freighter ss. Dacia from the Ham-, 
burg-Amerika Line, then docked in a port in 
the United States, changed her registry,’ and 
Joaded her with 'a large quantity of’ raw 
cotton, despatching her in January, 1915, for 
Rotterdam, though the destination of’ the 
cargo was'Bremen in Germany. Cotton had 
not at the time been declared contraband. 
‘The British Embassy in Washington oficial- 
ly annotinced that the Dacia would be seized 
i€ she tried to run the blockade that had 
been established covering the whole of the 
North Sea. There had at the time been a 
certain amount of friction between the 
British and the American Governments, and 
when the Dacia eventually set out, she was 
picked up by a French war vessel condemned 
by a French Prize Court, sold to a French 
line and ultimately put'on service in the 
Mediterranean. ‘The action taken by the 
French navy ‘in this matter was entirely 
in conformity with the provisions of 
the Declaration of London, which while not 
being actually in force, represented the agree 
ment between the principal naval Powers 
“that the rules contained in the following 
chapters corresponded in substance with the 
generally recognized principles of interna- 
tional law." ‘The doctrinal value of those 
articles remains just as valid as if the docu- 
ment had been ratified, and while it may not 
of itself be called in aid, the aw which it 
has enunciated is nevertheless still in being. 
It would seem, therefore, that the reported 
transfer of the Bremen to the Italian fag, 
done after the outbreak of hostilities, and 
during a voyage, was clearly done with an 
attempt to evade the consequences which 
would be hers as an enemy vessel. So, long 
‘as she remains in an Italian port, and Italy 
remains neutral it is unlikely that. Great 
Britain will seek to complicate matters by 
{insisting upon what appear to,be very definite 
rights in the matter. The same argument 
seems to apply to all those enemy vessels 
which have sought refuge in neutral ports. 
So long as they remain where they are,they 
should be safe enough, but should “they 
change theif flags now, and endeavour to 
trafic on the high seas as neutral vessels, it 
would seem that both Great Britain and 
France would be perfectly correct in seizing 
‘them, and seeking their condemnation in their 
‘own prize courts. Indeed it is open to ques~ 
tion whether neutral Powers permitting such 
transfers of flags, whether by purchase or 
not, would not actually be departing from 
the’ neutrality, for obviously they would be 
assisting the enemy to evade some of the con- 
sequences of the outbreak of war. 











THE WEEK OF WAR 

. Sept. 18. 

The second week of the war has brought 
‘about no very startling changes in the 
situation, and while the position of Poland 
is still serious there is every indication that 
its armies are rendering a good account of 
themselves, and offering an _ effective 
resistance '{o Germany's overwhelmingly 
superior forces. Generally speaking the 
German centre in Poland appears to have 
been firmly held in the neighbourhood of 
‘Kutno, west of Warsaw, but last week saw 
‘swift German advanee on the left and right 
wings. In the south the German mechanized 
forces penetrated as far eastward as the 
inity of Lwow whence a turning move- 
ment northwards seems to have been com- 
menced in the neighbourhood of _Rawa 
Ruska, while operating out of East Prussia 
German columns have been sweeping south- 
ward to Bialystok and towards Brest-Litovsk. 
‘The German claim that Warsaw has been 
surrounded is probably not quite correct, for 
there would seem to be a large gap through 
which the, Polish army might be able to 
retreat to. the Pinsk region, where the 
marshes would afford the Poles a terrain in 











which the German mechanized units could 


not operate, ‘That the German coramiand is| 
|secking to prevent any such withdrawal 
‘eastwards is the reason for the swift 
advanees which have been made, advances 
which do not at the moment appear to have 
been consolidated, leaving long lines of com- 
munications against which the Poles have 
been able on occasion to operate with 
considerable’ success. The latest reports to 
hand state that the German commander out 
side Warsaw served the Polish command with 
a summons to surrender within twelve hours. 
‘That ultimatum was rejected, and it is 
possible that within the next few days the 
Polish capital will be subjected to the 
heaviest hammering from the wealth of 
material which Germany has thrown into 
the struggle. How long the Poles’ will be 
able to hold out, must at the moment be a 
matter for speculation, but it may be taken 
for granted that if ‘they have to give up 
their capital the German army will have 
to pay a heavy price. Thus though the 
situation in Poland must be regarded with 
some anxiety, it may yet be some time before 
the Germans will be able to divert their 
tention to the western front where things 
have not been going so well for them. 


It’has been claimed for the French that 
they have now the best army in the world, 
and, judging from what has been happening 
this’ last, week, the claim appears to be more 
than justified.’ Where the frontier between 
France and Germany takes a. right-angled 
turn from the Rhine westwards, the French 
have been busily engaged in reducing the 
‘outposts to the Siegfried line, and there has 
‘been varying success all along the front, but 
most particularly in the vicinity of Saar~ 
brucken which it may reasonably be expected 
the French troops will occupy before very 
many more days have passed. Against this 
movement the Germans opened a coun- 
ter-attack down the Moselle in the direction 
of Sierek, which the French drove back, the 
Germans’ blowing up sections of the rail~ 
way connecting Metz and Trier as they 
retreated. Towards the end of the week, 
the French gains were such as to call forth 
a strong counter-attack. From this eventuated 
the biggest battle that has yet taken’ place 
‘on the western front,-when/in the loop 
formed by the Nied River, between Saar- 
brucken and the Moselle ‘three waves of 
German infantry supported by massed tanks 
were thrown again the French consolidated 
defences. Despite a terrific shelling by 
German artillery and furious assaults by 
diving, machine-gunning aeroplanes the 
German troops were beaten off, the use of 
mass formatios only resulting ‘in increased 
losses. It is reported that the French com- 
‘mand is entirely satisfied with the | results, 
and the fine form shown by thelr men who 
appear to be fighting with their traditional 
dian, In the course of the week it wat 
announced that British troops had already 
landed in France, and were taking their 
place beside thelr Allies. While it has not 
yet been divulged exactly how many men 
have crossed the Channel, it may be assumed 
that a very substantial number has crossed, 
‘and that despite the enormous amount of 
material which a modern. army requires 
nowadays, the British, Expeditionary Force 
is being placed in France with a speed far 
in excess of that of the last war. 


|. Taking everything into consideration the 
‘situation at sea is not unsatisfactory. When 
the German ‘preparedness for a submarine 
blockade is taken into reckoning, and the 
initial advantage that was thus gained, the 
number of ships which they are reported to 
have sunk is not unduly large. ‘The British 
Admiralty has contented itself with claiming 
certain satisfactory results in dealing with 
the German submarines, but for obvious 
reasons gives neither figures nor the 
localities where the vessels have been 
sunk.’ “L'Intransigeant” claims to have 
learned unofficially that the Allies have 
accounted for ten German submarines, 
capturing two and sinking eight If that is 
indeed so it is most satisfactory and suggests 
that the time may not be very far distant 
‘when this particular menace to the supply 
lines of Great Britain and France will 
become negligible. In the meantime the 
convoy system appears to be coming into 
operation and there have already been re- 
ports of convoyed ships escaping from the 
attention of the German marauders. On the 
other hand there are signs that the “Allied 
Blockade of Germany is being rendered 
completely tight, and a number of neutral 
ships have already been searched, and 
cargoes seized which were obviously intended 
for a German destination. That every effort 
will be made to make sure that as iittle as 
possible of contraband reaches Germany 
through neutral countries goes without 
saying, and it is possible that, as was the 
case during the last war, there will be some 
disputes concerning this ‘practice. ‘The Ger- 
man Government seems to see something 
singularly ferocious in the blockade, com- 
plaining that women and children are being 
made again to suffer. That is one of the 
unhappy features of warfare, but as a plea 
in this instance, it carries ' no great con- 
vietion. Submatine blockade of Great 
Britain was one of the first of Germany's 
‘acts of war, and there does not appear to 
have been any very great consideration paid 
to the lot of British women and children by 
the Germans or even of neutrals as witness 





























the sinking of the Athenia, Blockade or 
siege have been methods of war from time 
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immemorial. ‘That ttiey are terrible in their 
effects upon civilians as well as combatants 
thas to be admitted, but of the propriety of 
thelr application ‘there cannot “be the 
slightest doubt, 





THE RAPE OF POLAND 

A Sept. 19, 
The sphinxlike attitude of M. Stalin has 
{not long been maintained, and the develop- 
ments of Sunday, including the ‘Russian 
invasion of Poland’ clearly shows where the 
Soviet leader stands—amongst those men to 
whom international agreements mean 
nothing, and undertakings and assurances 
even less, It has been made quite . clear 
that the entry of Germany and Soviet-Russia 
into a non-aggression pact, was, as it was 
originally believed, something much, more 
than so simple ‘an agreement, and. the 
suspicions that the two countries had agreed 
upon the partition of Poland now proves to 
be ‘completely justified, AIL the flowery 
Janguage about the necessity of protecting 
Russian minorities in Poland, and all the 
rest of the verbiage contained in the Mos 
communiqué giving reasons. for this. most 
treacherous action eannot now, and will not 
in the future gloze over the ‘fact that the 
whole business was a planned piece of 
robbery. A more cynical piece of work 
it is. ‘difficult to conceive, Fortuiiately 
it did not take the world by surprise, Both 
the governments of Great Britain and France 
were fully aware that there was more behind, 
the non-aggression pact than met the eye, 
for it was obvious that Germany had to offer 
quite a consideration to tempt M, Stalin 
away from the proposed tripartite alliance 
between Britain, France, and Russia, and 
that consideration. is now’'shown to.be active 
assistance between Germany and Russia, for 
the mutual achievement of Pan-German and 
Pan-Slav policies in éastem, and, possibly 
in the Jong run, south-eastern Europe, There 
can be no doubt that this new development 
will cause the gravest anxiety in the Balkans, 
and no small concern to Italy whose interests 
in that part of the world are cl 
the verge of being completely 
With such an ally as Russia Herr Hitler can. 
afford to throw over Italy with just as little 
concern as he would discard a”solled glove, 
‘and when the term 
it is to be taken as repre 
of purpose between Germany and Russia 
which at no time really existed in the Rome- 
Berlin Axis. 

‘There is a chance that these two “mijght 
ultimately fall out over the division of spolls 
if events were to progress in a manner, which, 
left them anything to divide, but. for’ ‘all 
practical purposes. the’ world ' will: have. to 
face the fact of this strange union, and to 
develop its policies in a manner best cal- 
culated to offset it. ‘The. assurances of 
neutrality which the Soviet has fiven to 
Great Britain and France is another of those 
strange paradoxes with which recent history 
replete, ‘The picture of a nation taking 
military action against one of three Allies, and 
assuring the other two that so far as they 
are concerned it chose to remiin neutral is 
just another of those quaint devices to which 
Tesort has been had so frequently of late, It is 
not easy at this timie to” see what attitude 
Great Britain and France will adopt towards 
this new development. Of its importance 
there cannot be the slightest doiwbt, for not 
only does it produce an entirely new situation 
in eastern Europe but may possibly have 
profound reactions in the eastern Mediter- 
ranean, and in this connection the visit of 
the Turkish Foreign Minister to Moscow at 
the invitation of the latter will be watched 
with the closest interest. Turkey has already 
assured Great Britain of her support, but 
there are bonds of friendship between Turkey 
and Russia which cannot be ignored, and, if 
there does come about a sudden change’ in 
the Turkish attitude, the situation in the 
eastern Mediterranean may undergo a pro- 
found modification, ‘That need not greatly 
change the Anglo-French conception of the 
nature of this war and the:means by which 
it should be prosecuted. Nor will it change 
the objectives in the attainment of which 
this struggle has been entered into, They 
stand out as clearly now as ever they did. 
Hitlerism must be destroyed, despoiled na- 
tions restored to their integrity, and the 
rule of law. again reintroduced in the inter- 
national relationships of the world. 

It is the paramount duty of the Allies to 
see that once and for all these attempts to 
settle issues py resort to brute force and 
all_ manner “of chicanery shall be ended. 
It is manifestly impossible for the world 
to continue under ‘conditions such as at 
present prevail, and it should be made 
quite plain to Herr Hitler, when, and if he 
does make overtures for peace following the 
destruction of Poland that he has started 
some which the Allies will finish for him. 
If anything this Russo-German combination, 
for no matter what Moscow may declare that 
fs the only light in which it can be regarded, 
!may in the end simplify matters. It has 
served notice upon the world that two 
alleged entirely opposed ideologies can 
combine for the rape of a third country, and 
places both those nations adhering to them 
in their correct perspective. The sinking of

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Canada and Supplies 


President | Roosevelt's invocation of the 
Neutrality Act in regard to the belligerents in 
the European war and Canada's declaration of 
war against Germany have aroused a number 
of interesting questions, chiefly bearing on the 
‘question of war supplies. Canada’s | esitancy ‘a 
following its belligerency decision by a formal 
declaration was believed to be due to the 
desire to escape the application of the Neutral- 
fy Act and, thereby, ‘serve as an important 
channel of war supplies to Britain from the 
United States. “Immediately the war declara- 
tion was made, President Roosevelt also. In- 
cluded Canada among the belligerents and even 
ie the suggested neutrality desire were correct 
{to solve the supplies question the state of posl- 
tion of the Dominion Is that of other countries 
Involved in the restrictions. of the Neutrality 
‘Act, In the meantime, a number of American 
‘aeroplane manufacturers are continuing to 
eomplete contracts from Britain and. France 
‘made before the outbreak of war, and among 
Paclfle Coast factories work is proceeding on a 
'U.8.$93,000,000 contract, while’ one shipment, 
thought possibly to be affected by the arms 
‘embargo ‘under’ the Neutrality Act, has been 
permitted to leave San Juan atter reference to 
{the Washington authorities. Behind. this con- 
nuance of construction is the belief that there 
may be a revision of the Neutrality Act, and 
colour is leut to this by the report that a 
special session of Congress will be summoned 
before the end of the month to discuss revision 
of the Aet, ‘Che Isolation bloc in Congress is 
fighting to the end to prevent a revision on the 
ground that such a step would Inevitably lea 
the United States into war, but the sentiment 
In favour of revision must indeed be strong If 
‘manufacturers are satisfled to ignore present 
conditions and work on. large-scale ‘orders 
which would probably represent a loss if ob- 
stacles prevented thelr being taken up. After 
all, the problem of American supplies could 
easily "be circumvented. If the European 
market 1s s0 profitable there is nothing to 
prevent American engineers, workmen and 
eapital passing over into Canada and operate 
factories on as large a scale as the demand 
‘warrants, Already, many American motor car 
and manufacturers of other products are well 
established in Canada producing goods which in 
other circumstances would be produced in the 
United States, President Roosevelt's re-aflirma- 
tion ot the Monroe Doctrine in ite upplication 
fo Canada is another important pointer to 
American sentiment. Although in" no case 
‘whatsoever could it be sald that Britain would 
shirk her defence obligations to Canada in the 
conditions to which President Roosevelt referred, 
in his Kingston speech Inst year, and his re- 
marks at the Washington press conference on 
hhis insistence on the inviolability of

A Polish Success 


If the report from Poland is correct that the 
Polish forces have recaptured Lodz, then the 
claim that they have succeeded in making con- 
tact with the armies in Pozen and Pomorze, 
which the Germans claimed to have eut off, 
is probably also correct, for with the capture 
of Lodz the bottle neck between Warsaw and 
the almost surrounded troops should now have 
‘been widened suflicienty to enable their extrica- 
ion from a dificult position, With the situation 
in Poland reduced almost to a static condition, 
a review of all that has been happening since 
the German invasion leads to at least one im- 
portant conclusion. ‘That the German advance 
{into Poland was speedy is undeniable. There is 
4 possibility, however, that it was too quick, 
‘nd that by’ reason of the very speed of the 
thrust the German army has thwarted itsolt. 
‘Apparently ‘while the German mechanized 
forces went ahead, the supply system was not 
able to keep pace with it and there has had 
to be a lull while communications were per- 
fected, and supplies brought nearer to the ad- 
vaneing forces. Just recently the chiet activity 
hhas been displayed by German columns operat- 
ing out of East Prussia thrusting towards Blaly- 
stok and Grodno in a further attempt to com- 
plete tho encirclement of Warsaw, but even 
here it is expected that these columns will 
ultimately be held up_as. they have been in 
western Poland. “It would be premature to 
contend that the German advance has been 
permanently held up. ‘That will not be certain 
luntit several more days have passed, but there 
Isa distinct probability that the German 
scheme for a quick subjugation of Poland, even 
with the enormous forces which have’ been 
used for the purpose, has been completely 
frustrated, and that the Poles will be able {0 
resort to positional warfare instead of the open 
‘aetles which the German advance forced upon 
them. Tt would be unwise to believe that the 
initiative has passed from German to Polish, 
hhands, but it is quite clear that the Germans 
were ‘well aware of the situation when the 
government warned the German people that it 
might not be able (o maintain the momentum with 
which the hostilities first opened. . The Poles 
have fought against overwhelming numbers with 
the greatest of gallantry, and the reports of the 
‘numbers of casualties which have been received 
in Vienna, amongst other places, even 

up school accommodation, suggests that 
German announcements " professing to givo 
ratios of casualties indicating that the German 
armies had advanced with a minimum of loss 
fare true nelther in. substance nor in fact. Tt 
‘may be that the Blitzkrieg, so far as Poland is 
concerned, is not yet completely off the map, 
but the Poles have demonstrated their ability’ 
to resist, and have been assisted by the qulek- 
ness of the French altack on the western front 
which has already had the effect of diverting 
Felnforeements ‘to that area which otherwise 
might have been utilized against the Poles.

War Sends Match 
Prices Soaring 
Shanghal, Sep!. 16. 

Prices of miatches sold in Shanghat, 
whieh have been ince the 
Sino-Japanese hostilities, ay yet be 
increased in the near future on ace 
count of dificulties in commiunteations 
Sd of the decrease of the supply of 
phosphorus which is urgently nested 
Ey munitions manuiacturers, Chinese 
reports state. 

“Fhe reports say that during the past 
few months when tension reigned in 
Europe there has been a noticeable 
decrease of the supply of phosphorus. 
A box of matches before the Sino- 
Japanese hostilities was worth only 
{wo coppers. Later, theyprice was in- 
creased to one cent, two cents and 
fometimes now. three ‘cents. A. big 
tase of matches was formerly priced 
st only beween $20, and $40 but now 
its price fs quoted at $25 tis stated. 

‘At present, despite the high prices, 
the Various’ ‘maten ‘manufacturing 
companies are experiencing dificulties 
in meeting the high demand. Match 
fectories in Shanghal and in near by 
districts supply matches to only 
Shanghal “and. railway disteets in 
Ghekiang and Kiangwu_ because the 
war has rendered ft aiticut to trans 
port matches (especially. to ‘south 
Bhina) itis aveeried, 

‘Before the war, ‘match factories 
operated in many’ provinces. but six 
of them were located. in Sbanghal 
‘The hostilities caused serious damage 
io most of thent which were located 
In war zones but they are quickly 
picking up their business. The six 
Fectories sre operating on a normal 
Schedule and ‘wo of them are operat= 
ing in Ningyo and Soochow. 

‘Apart trom these six Chinese face 
tories, many foreign factories, mostly 
Japanese, are” also. being operated, 
‘The Chinese factories only produce 
‘bout 7,000 canes (each containing 
{1200 boxes, of matches) per. month. 
{hele ‘supply is small. and. therefore 
the foreign fecteries ate also doing 
booming business.

Wife Shot, Mother-

with which to buy some bread he had

‘and the man's mother-in-law tried to 
intervene In the quarrel. Suddenly 
becoming violent the man was said 
to have drawn his service pistol and 
fired at his wife, wounding her twice 
in the stomach. 

He then turned the weapon on his 
mother-in-law, Tsiang Tsi-ze, aged 
64, it was stated, who was kilied by 
two bullets, one’ in the stomach and 
‘one in the chest, 

Constables of the French Municipal 
Police rushed to the spot after hear- 
ling the shots and arrested the man. 
His wife was taken to St. Marle's 
Hospital where her “condition is, 
dangerous.

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Dispensary Goes Up

ed by, the dispensary, was dug out 
from the debris last night after the 
fire had been put out, 

‘Smoke spread a dense pall over a 
large part of the Central district 
| shortly before 4 p.m. yesterday as the 
fire, which had broken out just atter 
2.30'pam., spread with a rapidity rarely 
Seen except in conflagrations where 
chemicals are involved.

‘and one from Sinza turned out and 
emMeiently fought the flames under the 
direct command of Capt. H. G. Reed, 
Chief Fire OMcer, ‘The entire distriet 
bordered by Hankow, Honan and 
Chekiang Roads was immediately 
closed 10 all trame and pedestrians, 
‘and the firemen prevented the flames 
from spreading t0 adjoining buildings, 
Fifteen hoses “were played on the 
burning building from ten ladders 
that had been placed against various 
sections of the premises, while firemen 
braved choking chemical fumes and 
stood on the porches in front of the 
various firstefloor windows, smashing, 
{in encumbering window-frames to be 
able to approach the flames directly. 
It is due to this excellent work, that 
the flames were brought under’ con- 
trol at 4.20 pam, and some of the 
hoses were already being loaded on 
the “fre engines when suddenly, 
brightly coloured flames leaped out 
of one of the windows and momen- 
farlly caught a fireman's clothes. 
‘With great presence of mind, he 

tached his hose to the balustrade and 
choosing between two evils, preferred 
to jump on to an adjoining porch, in 
stead of leaping to the pavement, The 
Ineident lasted only a few seconds but 
was breath-laking to those who saw 
it and undeterred by his narrow 
‘escape, the fireman in question resum= 
ed his work without as much asa

Variously coloured chemicals poured 
down from first floor windows, while 
firemen who were working on the 
round floor, were foreed {0 come out 
every few minutes In order not to be 
overcome by fumes. 

While the majority of engines had 
left by 8 pm. a large crew of firemen 
remained on ‘the scene and played a 
few hoses on the smouldering debris 
in order to prevent the fire from 
blazing up again,

Shanghai, Sept. 14. 

Pleading on behalf of the majority 
of people in this overcrowded city, 
leading Chinese public bodies in 
Shanghal have Jointly sent identical 
petitions to Chinese judicial authori- 
{los hore urging the latter not to allow 
landlords to increase their rents in- 
diseriminately. ‘These petitions have 
been sent to the First and Second 
Special District Courts and Second 
and ‘Third Branch Kiangsu High 
Courts, The petition has also been 
received by ‘Chungking's Supreme 
Court branch in Shanghai, 

‘These petitions have been sent be 
cause of the many disputes now be- 
tween Chinese tenants and their land~ 
lords, and the special bureaux ereated 
by the courts therefore receiving. such 
‘complaints have been erowded with 
tenants filing petitions against land- 
lords and paying thelr rents to the 
courts because their landlords have 
Tefused to receive them. As a rule, 
the courts usually favoured tenants 
but as the city's landlords have 
started a general campaign. for in- 
creasing rents Chinese public bodies 
hhave deemed it necessary to petition 
the courts to bring the situation under 

‘The petitions first point out the 
existing crowded condition in Shang- 
hhal as a result of the hostilities, ex- 
plaining that the vast. majority of 
people are forced to pay high rents 
and’ to shoulder the burden. of” the 
‘ever-increasing cost of living. Many 
people simply can not maintain thelr 
livelihood because their living ex- 
enses have been doubled. ‘To make 
the matters worse, landlords have 
started their rent-increasing campaign. 
‘They are sald to be exhorbitant using 
many unreasonable pretext 

Sometimes, it is stated, tenants are 
threatened with ejection their land- 
Jords insisting that their houses 
should be rebuilt. New rooms have 
‘been ‘created on drying. stages and 
in atties in order. to colleet more ents 
from more tenants, ‘The present 
situation is said to be affecting public 
order and safety, While not belittling 
the importance ‘of the independence 
of judicial authorities, the petitioning 
public bodies think that it is thelr 
duty to make the public grievances 
known to proper authorities, it Is 
stated. 

Concluding, the petitions urge the 
city’s judicial autharities to pay care~ 
ful atiention to all rental disputes re- 
ferred to them so that landlords will 
ot. go unpunished after increasing 
their rents under coercion. Several 
milllions of people in Shanghal are 
sald to have been “trapped in deep 
water and Lurning fire” and the 
public bodies eannot help revealing 
the danger of the situation when they 
seo it.

‘The Commissioner of Public 
Health has reported to the 
‘Shanghai Municipal Council 
that cholera has to be declared 
present in epidemic form in the 
‘Settlement, since an average of 
three new cases per day for a 
period of one week has been 
attained, 

‘The Commissioner of Public 
Health, however, adds that al- 
though this average is the 
Settlement standard of epide- 
micity, it is a very low figure 
in relation to the size of the 
Settlement population. Further- 
more, the number of cases 
notified daily is actually de- 
creasing and there is every 
indication that the outbreak is 
2 minor one which has only 
Just reached epidemic propor- 
tions. 

Previously, cholera has been 
epldemle at Hongkong and 
anti-cholera inoculation certi- 
fates have been required of 
all passengers landing here 
from the Crown Colony.

Shanghai has lost a picturesque 
‘gure in the death at 76 years of Mr. 
JAlexander Charles Grant, who has 
[done more than any other man for the 
spreading of the English language in 
Siberia. ‘Mr. Grant was born in 
Edinburgh, and, more than halt a 
‘contury ago, travelled to Trkutsie upon 
graduating “from college. There he 
Joined his father, who was co-owner 
of the large gold-mining firm of 
"Grant and Grott” in Urga. Mr. G. A. 
Grant long worked on the gold-felds 
of his father, and after the latter's 
‘death lott for the United States where 
from a mining engineer he became a 
specialist in the telegraph industry: 
Returning to Russia he became a 
Russian citizen and worked as a 
Military Instructor in the Morse ap- 
paratus In 1904, Mr. Grant was in 
Port Arthur, where he was head of 
the fleld telephone division of the 
Russian Army. At the end of the war 
Mr. Grant found himself in Turkestan 
where he was not only Assistant 
‘Manager of the local telegraph office 
bbut also a teacher of English in two 
high-schools. In 1912 Mr. Grant left 
{for Irkutsk where he opened a school 
of the English language and also 
taught in the High Military School, 
Cadet Corps and in other schools, At 
the outbreak of the Revolution Mr. 
Grant, having the rank of Captain, 
joined the army of Admiral Kolchak, 
‘end was carried along in the retreat 
to Viadivostok. Upon the evacuation 
to Gonzan, Korea, Mr. Grant took 
himself and his family to Seoul where 
‘he taught in Japanese Middle Schools 
‘ond in the YMCA. In 1093, he 
arrived in Shanghai, and in spite of 

is advanced age, continued to teach 

English language. ‘The deceased 
fs survived by a large family, with 
children and grandchildren,” His 
eldest son is a colonel in the Russian 
‘Army. The late Mr. Grant, truly an 
extraordinary man, has had a varied 
and colourful career, and literally 
thousands of Russians owe him theit 
knowledge of the English language. 
Incidentally, among his pupils in the 
year 1912 was the author of these 
lines.

The China Incident: 


Views of a Chinese 


To the Edltor of the $ 

“Nonri-Cuiwa Datty News” 
Sm—Isn't ita good news that 
‘akyo now endeavours to bring the 
‘Chia Ineldent” to an énd? A series 
fof other questions such as these must 
Tollow: 1. How is Tokyo to end it 
all? 2. Why is Tokyo so anxious? -3, 
What may’ be the consequences on 
China? On the Far East? On the 
British Empire? On Soviet Russia? 
On America? On France? 4 
What “may then happen to and 
in Japan? 5, Who is to control 
‘Tokyo next, or in other words, what 
may be the ruling group that will 
direct the affairs of the Japanese 
Empire? 

"That the “Incident” may be ended 
in one of the several ways Is obvious, 
For Instance, to end it by conquest 
ix the Japanese militarist ambition; 
but while one ambition leads to an~ 
other, ending in such way means the 
beginning of more “incidents.” It 

means that conquest is an 
adopted poliey of Japan to which 

















other Powers in the world must 
readjust thelr national and inter 
rational policy. Racial, economic, 


politieal and military factors must be 
brought to play viglently and the 
consequences of power polities must 
Feact upon Japan. She cannot enjoy 
the fruits of conquest even though 
China may fail to resist any more. 
All the history of nations, partleular- 
fy that part of this decade, shows 
clearly. that’ such conquest ‘as the 
Japanese militarist clique designs 
‘doesn't work. If the attempt to 
‘quer China is not abandoned, Japan 
Nerselt may soon face ruin’ in the 
Far. East 

‘To end the “Incident” by compro 
mise “calls for mutual concession 
Which the so-ealled moderates in both 
China and Japan advocate; but 
while the Japanese militarists remain 
fas they are, there Is hardly any 
‘possibility for “moderacy” to prevail. 
Besides, the ability, fore-sight und 

jadiness of the moderates on both 
sides are not too promising as current 
events expose them in a vivid per~ 
spective. 

"The. “Ineldent” may be ended 
through a. course of concord and 
eoncord is the best way for all con 
feerned; but ih view of the tradition, 
religion, philosophy and poliey which 
prevail over Japan, it is something 
that cannot be expected discussion 
even among the better educated 
Japanese. It implies a change of 
iheart both on the part of the Japan~ 
eye and on that of the Chinese, Tt 
does not seem compatible with their 
present fecling on either side.

may be instructive and encouraging 
to. the. constructive statesmen | in 
these two countries. “Now unless, 
there are constructive statesmen con 
ing forward to rule firmly their re- 
spective nations with a great vision, 
there ean be little hope for the future 
‘or_peuee in the Orient.

The War: 
Whose -the Blame ? 
To the Ealtor’of the” ~~ 
“Nonmi-Cuma Dany -News" 

Stn—Most people think today that! 
Hitler is the only man who should 
be blamed for starting this war. It 
jis true that the German troops fred 
[the ‘frst shot on the morning of 
[September 1. But we should go one 
step further to inquire what country 
made Hiller dare to strike such a 
fneavy blow to world peace and 
human civilization, Poland No! 
[She has been under constant threat 
Jot Germany for the last five months. 
The German allegation that “Poland 
has challenged the vital interest and 
honour of Germany is discredited by 
everybody. Great Britain © and 
France? No! Both Great Britain and 
France have made every effort in. 
their power to seek a peaceful solu- 
tion of the Danzig dispute, but all. 
plans of mediation have been’ 
wantonly rejected by Hitler. Now 
these two countries are at war with, 
Germany for the purpose of fulfilling 
their promise given to Poland and 
safeguarding the fundamental prin- 
[ciples of international morality upon 
which civilization depends. 

In my opinion, the Russo-German 
Inon-aggression pact, is the most di- 
rect factor in tempting Germany to 
make such a tragic decision, In other 
words, Stalin's responsibility is far 
heavier than Hitler's in having this 
war, On the basis of this judgment, 
we ‘naturally “raise the following. 
Jquestions. What is the inner inten- 
tion of Soviet Russia in agreeing with 
ithe Reich to sign this pact? Can the 
conclusion of a non-aggression pact 
with Russia be said a diplomatic vie~ 
tory of Hitler? What should the 
Powers do in preventing the Soviet 
intrigue becoming real ? 

Lam among those who still believe 
that Soviet Russia never for a mo- 
ment forgets the idea of world re- 
Jvotution. “A general European war is 
ithe most opportune time for com. 
munists to stir up the feelings of| 
workers and a proletariat coup d'état 
is likely to happen at the end of the 
war, when all participants in the war 
become tited. So war among power- 
ful capitalistic countries . is most 
heartily welcomed by the Russian 
JGovernment. And when there! 
happen in Europe certain events 
which, Soviet Russia thinks, may be 
utilized to provoke a war, Stalin wi 
leertainly not let the chatice pass by. 

In the Spanish civil war, the Rus- 
sian government was making her’ 
every effort to have war with the 
totalitarian states. It was due to Mr. 
JChamberiain’s far sight and states- 
manship that Stalin’s intrigue failed. 
in the present Polish dispute, when 
Great Britain and France ‘sought 
Russia's help in forming 9 common 
Janti-aggression front, the Soviet Gov- 
fernment intentionally and unceasing- 
ly. put various obstacles in reaching 
Jan agreement. By doing so, Russia 
clearly hinted to Germany that 
Russia had no idea of joming with 
the London-Paris front and if Hitler 
wished {approach Moscow, Stalin 
would ike to mect the Fuchrer's: 
needs. ‘Then the world was surprised 
to see Soviet Russia reach on agree- 
Jment with Nazi Germany. It is 
Hitler's senseless ambition that makes 
JGermany the tool of Stalin who uti- 
izes the pact to serve his intrigue 
lot provoking the European war and 
thus hoping to gain the complete vic~ 
tory of communism, Hitler is not to 
be blamed for having a pact with 
Russia, for as Germany was ina 
Jdangerous position at that time, she 
hhad (0 seek allies. But Stalin's case 
is different. In betraying his friendly 
nelghbours, his fellow countrymen 
jand, ubove all, the wishes of world’s 
peace-loving people, Stalin deserves 
to be called a false revolutionist, 

Germany, in signing this pact with 
Russia, lost two-and-a-half trust- 

orthy allies—Japan, Spain and Italy; 
moreaver, the new’ friend—Russia— 
is not a'faithful person, but is ac- 
‘customed to betray her’ allies at a 
critical time. So the price Germany 
paid, it seems to me, Is too high. 
Hitler undoubtedly is a loser in this 
bargain with Stalin, Every statesman 
lof the Great Powers knows this points 
Buy unfortunately Herr Hitler him- 
Jeelf did not realize this at the time 
fof signing. He thought that when 
Russia withdrew from the tripartite 
negotiation, Great Britain and France 
‘would be reluctant to fulfl their pro- 
mise to Poland. To his disappoint- 
ment, however, his expectation 
proved to be incorrect, Now his 
country is alone at war with Great 
Britain and France. I have explain- 
‘ed in detail the effect of this Europ- 
ean War upon the Hitlerian régime 
in my previous letter dated Septem- 
ber 6. In short, Hitler gains nothing 
from this paet ‘but loses everything 
Ihe has already secured. In addition 
to that, he unintentionally is giving 
[support to a dreadful power whom 
the Fuchrer on more than one oc- 
jeasion described as the immortal 
enemg of the German Reich. 

‘By way of concluding this letter, 
I appeal first to Germany to stop 
hostilities, I appeal next to Great 























Jdoqr of negotiation, I appeal then 
to Italy to remain neutral and make 
all efforis to localize the warfare. 1 
Jappeal last to Poland to fight courage- 
ously when fighting is the only alter- 
Jnative, but when there is prospect of 
Jan honourable and just settlement she 
should use the same courage to ne- 
Jgotiate peace.

Private Bank Notes Counterfeited 


‘Shanghai, Sept. 14. 

Starlling revelations were made in 
the First Special District Court 
yesterday regarding the large-scale 
Counterfeiting of private cent notes 
Circulated in Hew ‘of official small 
money in Shanghai when another 
heating was held of three alleged 
counterfeiters, one of whom was 
alleged to have placed a big order 
for such notes. More witnesses are 
{be summoned by the court and 
more arrests are expected to be 
made, 

It was revealed that some coun- 

sfelters had printed 480,000 sheets 
‘of private cent notes purporting to 
be fesued by the Ho Kee Company 
which has been. jointly established 
by 14 Chinese shops and hongs in 
Bubbling Well Road for the purpose 
of issuing private notes cashable 
‘only with these 14 establishments.) 
‘The notes thus printed without the 
‘authorization of the company amount 
fo $7,000. It was also revealed that 
the counterfelt cent notes hod been 
clreulated for some weeks before 
they were discovered. 

‘Thanks {0 the efforts made by 
the West Hongkew police, a printing 
shop In Haining Rosd wes recently 
raided and there the. officers found 
numerous fake private cent notes 
purporting to be issued by the 
company. The manager and two 
other persons, one of whom is 
alleged to be the person who had 
placed the order, were arrested. 
‘The police revealed that a ringleader 
of the gang is stilt at large. 

Chiu Shih-keng, who is connected 
with ‘the printing shop, told Judge 
Huang that he did not’ know’ that 
‘one of the other two accused was a 
counterfelter and he asked for 
Tenieney. He said that it was Pang 
Hsul-hiang, the other accused who 
placed an order for 50,000 shects of 
such notes. Pang and the third 
aeeused stammered, trying to shift 
the responsibility 10 each other. 

‘The date for circulating offcial 
cent notes has not yet Deen an- 
nounced and their shortage is still 
fone of the chief complaints made 
by the public here, So far, no 
official statement has been issued by 
the Shanghal office of the Central 
Bank of China regarding the date 
of issuance. The newly printed 
'$500,000 cent notes are still being 
withheld from circulation. ‘They are 
reported to have been counterfeit 
before they are circulated. 

















Mlegal Detention Alleged 


Shanghai, Sept. 15. 

‘The action Med by J. Lizarraga, a 
Spanish business man against ’ J. 
Vidumsky, manager of the Nankiniz 
‘Theatre, charging him with ‘illegal 
detention and intimidation with fre- 
arms was dismissed yesterday after- 
noon by the First Special District 
Court, 

‘Trouble started on the night of 
‘August 1 when, it is alleged by the 
complainant, the defendant stopped 
him after threatening ‘him with a 
revolver while whistling to attract 
the attention of the police. This 
happened after they alt had left the 
Welcome Cafe in Yu Yuen Road. 
‘They were taken to the Bubbling 
Well Police Station where after 
Identifying himself complainant was 
released. ‘The complainant, according 
to the petition fo the court, asked 
the police {0 search the defendant 
but the latter said that he was an 
officer of the French police specials.

'N. Shoolingin, lawyer for the de- 
fence, indicated in a long statement 
that ‘there was no cause to fight a 
legal battle since both the police and 
the witness had been satisfied that 
the defendant did no carry a gun 
‘at all and that the matter was settled 
in the police station without illegal 
detention.

‘The French High Command claims 
‘continued progress between the Rhine 
‘and the Moselle. Many tanks are be- 
ing used. « A French war communique 
Issued today states that during the 
night, German artillery units “con- 
tinued to react.” Yesterday, it Is 
stated, aircraft on, both sides ‘shewed 
‘great activity. 

‘During the night French troops 
Umited themselves to strengthening 
positions in German - territory oc 
cupied at the junction of the Soar 
and Blies on Sunday, according to a 
semi-offclal survey of the military 
operations in this area. 

‘While these operations are import 
ant, and were marked by definite pro 
gress over a large front, they do not| 
yet involve the bulk of the French 
troops massed in this region, but only 
reconnaissance elements supported by 
fan advance guard of infantry. 

‘The Slegtried Line in this region ts 
only a-dozen kilometres to the north, 
though the German fortified (loop) 
Une in front of Soarbriicken comprises 
a Kind of outgr defence of the Saar 
region. 

‘The German offensive on the west- 
ern extremity of the front along the 
Moselle, in the region of Sierek, is 
said not to have been pursued. It was 
merely a minor diversion, according 
to French ireles—Reuter. 

Parallel French Advance 
Paris, Sept. 13. 

“Current military operations have 
already resulted in a parallel advance 
by our forces on both sides of the 
important position of Saarbrucken, 
semi-official bulletin accompanying 
the oficial communique on operations 
fon the Western Front stated today. 

“The occupation of the Warndt 
Forest was effected during the first 
yy8 of the war,” the bulletin added. 
“Furthermore, the occupation on a 
considerable depth and on a front of 
20 kilometres of the hilly region on 
the left bank of the Blies River be- 
tween Saargemiind and Hornbach is 
progressing satisfactorily. In the 
Slerek region the German counter~ 
offensive has been checked and 
French troops advanced slightly yes- 
terday. The main success remains on 
the left bank of the Blies River where 
Gespite flerce resistance valuable post- 
tions, notably observation posts, were 
conquered. German long-range artil- 
ery is reacting strongly in that sec- 
tor and the German air force is most 
active. Several air fights have taken 
place over the German lines.” 


Saarbruecken ‘Threatened 


“French troop movements towards

Britain May Be Forced to

It was after hearing this declaration 
that the House proceeded to ques- 
tions on possible avoidance of un- 
necessary inhumanity in the Europ- 
ean War. Lord Moitistone launched 
the debate. during which Lord 
Halifax made a lengthy statement. 


‘Mumanization Impossible 


He declared: 

“ALL war must of necesstiy be a 
brutal and bloody business and it is 
quite obvious that what is sometimes 
called humanization of war is im- 





“Efforts have been made, on the 
whole perhaps not unsuccessfully, to 
try to mitigate some of the worst 
horrors of ‘war, and nations have 
tried to institute codes of wa 


“Distinction between combatant and 
non-combatant becomes vastly more 
dificult. “Nonetheless, 1 agree that 
certain distinctions can and ought to 
be drawn, and we did our best pub- 
liely to lay down a line on which 
such distinction might be made, in 
response to an appeal made to us and 
other Governments by the President 
of the United States.

Engelbert Dollfuss, and with coolness 
‘and energy managed to suppress a 
Nazi rising, In February, 1938, how- 
‘ever, Dr. Kurt von Schuschnigg re- 
signed following an ultimatum trom

M. George Pitocft 


Geneva, Sept. 1 
M. George Pitoeff, the well-known 
Russian theatrical ‘actor, died here 
Inst night at the age of 85. Establish- 
ed in France since the Russian re- 
volution, Pitoeff, with the help of 
his wife Ludmila Pitoetf, made a 
considerable name for himself in th 
French theatre, particularly in plays 
by Mr, Bernard Shaw, He was born 
in ‘Tiflis on September "4, 1884— 
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Doctor Goebbels and the Nazi propagandists 
(August 19) to persuade the German people 
that England is trying to encircle them, 
‘Many countries on the Continent are inevit- 
ably encircled by geography. They have 
neighbours round them every side, or on three 
sides, and it is very difficult to see what can 
be done about it. France is encircled by 
Maly, Switzerland, Belgium and Spain. Jugos- 
lavia is encircled ‘by Italy, Bulgaria and the 
German Reich, Poland is encircled by Ger- 
many, Russia and the Baltic States. Switzer- 
Jand is girt about on all side by her neigh- 
‘oours, and has no access to the sea. Germany 
is less encircled by her neighbours than any 
of these countries, She has not only the 
whole of the Baltic coast free, but access to 
the Mediterranean, ‘ 


It is not possible for dwellers in a Con- 
tinent to avoid having rieighbours, unless 
they destroy or annex them all. Even 
dwellers on an island are encircled by sea. 
and if anything goes wrong with their naval 
power, they can be starved to death. There- 
fore everybody is in the same difficulty about 
having neighbours, and of being surrounded 
by something. The question arises whether 
fone cannot have good relations with one’s 
neighbours, so that a spirit of mutual con- 
Adence and good will grows up on all fron- 
tiers. It would be very easy for Germany to 
do this because, as every German knows, no 
‘one is going to try to attack or invade the 
Reich. It is only when the neighbours be- 
come alarmed lest any one of them may be 
himself attacked by Germany, that they begin 
to take counsel together and’ organize them- 
selves for mutual defence. ‘They thus con- 
vert a geographical fact into a military and 
political fact- But that is not their fault. 
‘That is the inevitable consequence of their all 
being afraid of Germany, 

Look at these countries one by one, and see 
how they are all dwelling in deep fear of 
Nazi Germany, Even across the Baltic, the 
‘Swedes, Norwegians and the Finns are ap- 
prehensive that something will happen to 
Denmark, Holland and Belgium are all a 
prey to the most gloomy forebodings. ‘The 
Danes have, few defences and many fears. 
‘The Dutch are manning thelr dykes. ‘The 
Belgians are on the watch, night and day. 
Along the whole line of the French frontier 
from the sea to the Alps, hundreds of thou- 
sands of men are standing on guard upon 
the ramparts and fortifications of their native 
land. In Switzerland every man has already 
had his rifle and ammunition served out to 
him, and all the bridges and mountain roads 
are ‘mined, with people standing by ready 
to blow them up. So much for the north 
‘ond west. 














In the cast of Germany there is a line of 
States all fearful of being attacked. There 
are the ‘Baltic States, from which Memel has 
just been forcibly wrested. ‘There is Poland, 
against which already very heavy German 
concentrations are prepared, right along the 
frontier from Danzig through Breslau. There 
is Hungary, whose Government quivers in 
terror of the German might. Behind Hun- 
wary, Rumania is on guard, and Turkey is 
ulso in a high state of vigilance. Jugoslavia 
is in such a condition of fear that she does 
not know which way to turn, 

Is it any wonder that all these countries 
should begin to look to one another, and to 
try to make arrangements in common in case 
any one of them should be invaded? It is 
Rot England who has made this combination, 
although she has very rightly, but rather 
tardily, done everything to help and encour- 
age them to .combine. Only one country 
could have achieved the encirclement of 
Germany, and that is Germany herself, What 
no one else could have done, Adolph Hitler 
has himself achieved. By a succession of 
military strokes; by striking down Austria 
‘and Czechoslovakia ; by repeated breaches of 
all agreements, even those entered into vol- 
untarily in recent times, and by a complete 
breach of the Munich Agreement, so advant~ 
ageous fo Germany, he is rebuilding in a 
stronger and more ‘military form, And if 
Adolph Hitler continues {o ‘act in the future 
as in the past, undoubtedly there will be a 
warlike combination against Germany which, 
as in the last, war, will eventually bring 
‘against her at least three-quarters of the en- 
tire population of the globe. But British 
diplomacy and the Influence of Mr. Cham- 
berlain could never bring into being such a 
vast confederation. It is only Hitler who 
has been able to forge these chains of 
defensive encirclement, 

Even now he could undo them easily and 
swiftly. He has only got to convince his 
neighbours that he is not going to fall upon 
them with his armies, and invade their ter- 
ritories and Kill their’ people, and take thelr 
farms and shops and factories, and all de- 
fensive combinations round Germany will fall 
'o pieces. Only grim necessity and repeated 
shocks have led these peaceful powers to take 
ommon action ‘and to arm themselves in 
the strongest way possible. With any real

assurance that no one of them was going to 
be made a victim of unprovoked aggression, 
they would all be delighted to lay down the 
burdens they have had to assume, and tive 
in a peaceful and neighbourly fashion with 
the Reich, 


Moreover the encirclement which Ger- 
many has provoked is not so much an en- 
circlement of governments as a moral en- 
circlement of peoples. In every one of these 
countries it is the peoples who have pressed 
their governments who are inclined to hang 
back. ‘The peoples of all these countries fear 
that their lives and liberties will be destroy- 
ed by Nazidom. Nothing would be easier 
than for Germany to prove to them, not by 
words but by action and by peaceful con- 
duct for a few years, that their alarm 
groundless. ‘Then everyone could live hap- 
pily and peacefully together. Meanwhile, as 
far as England is concerned, we ask ‘no 
security for ourselves that we are not ready 
to offer to Germany: If the German leaders 
think they may be attacked by any or all 
of their neighbours, they have only to ask 
for guarantees, and they will be given in the 
‘most precise and solemn manner. If Ger- 
many seeks security against unprovoked ag- 
Gression against her, England would do her 
art in reassuring her. 


I have said repeatedly that it is a major 
interest of Great Britain that there should be 
in Europe a prosperous and happy Germany, 
taking an honoured and leading part in the 
forward guidance of the world. I look for- 
‘ward across the many uncertainties and dan- 
gers of these years to the day when this hope 
will be realized, and I am confident that that 
is the spirit which animates all the great 
Parties in this island. But Germans would 
make a great mistake to suppose that a re- 
newed. attack by Hitler upon the liberties 
of surrounding nations will not be resisted 
by Great Britain and France, even if it 
should lead to a world war. Owing to the 
Progress of science, such a war would be more 
‘terrible than any yet fought, not only in the 
experiences of all engaged in it, but in the 
frightful hatreds which it would’ leave in its 
train. Unless, however, the German Gov- 
ernment itself takes wrongful action, none of 
these evils can come upon us. Her future 
and the peace of the world rest entirely in 
her own hands,
